“  Free-thinkers,”  says  Bishop  Berkeley, 
“seem  to  roe  drunk  and  giddy  with  a  false  no¬ 
tion  of  liberty;  and  spurred  on  by  this  principle 
to  make  experiments  on  their  country,  they 
agree  on  pulling  down  all  that  stands  in  their 
way,  without  any  concerted  scheme,  and  with¬ 
out  caring  or  knowing  what  to  erect  in  its  stead.” 

“It  is  impossible,”  says  Addison,  “to  read  a 
page  in  Plato,  Tully,  and  other  ancient  moral¬ 
ists,  without  being  a  greater  and  a  better  man 
for  it.  Un  the  contrary,  1  could  never  read  any 
of  our  modish  authors  (the  Free-thinkers)  with¬ 
out  being  for  some  time  out  of  humour  with 
myself,  at  every  thing  about  me.  Their  busi¬ 
ness  is  to  depreciate  human  nature,  and  consi¬ 
der  it  under  its  worst  appearances.  They  give 
mean  interpretations  and  base  motives  to  the 
worlliicst  actions;  fhey  resolve  virtue  and  vice 
into  constitution.  In  short  they  endeavour  to 
make  no  distinction  between  man  and  man,  or 
between  the  species  of  men  and  that  of  brutes. 

“  States  are  secure  in  proportion  as  the  great 
body  of  the  people  are  contented  with  their 
situation,  and  attached  to  the  institutions  of 
their  country.”  No  axiom  in  geometry  can  be 
more  incontestible  than  this.  Wherever  this 
attachment  is  loosened,  and  a  spiritof  discontent 
has  gone  abroad,  there  is  danger;  and  preven¬ 
tive  means  are  necessary.  While  a  false  phi¬ 
losophy,  sapping  the  very  foundation  of  reli¬ 
gion,  is  attempting  to  make  a  breach  for  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  unbelief  and  atheism,  and  crude 
and  erroneous  notions  of  policy  are  suggested; 
it  behooves  her  sentinels  to  be  alert,  and  to  op¬ 
pose  those  evils  in  the  way  pointed  out  by  the 
Holy  Scriptures.  Let  us  see  what  Bishop  Gris¬ 
wold  says  in  his  thirtieth  sermon,  “  On  iinder- 
slanding  the  ScripturcSf  or  how  to  answer  a 
foolf^’  which  he  takes  from  Proverbs  xxvi.  4,  5; 

“  Answer  not  a  fool  according  to  his  folly,  lest 
thou  also  be  like  unto  him.  Answer  a  fool  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  folly,  lest  he  be  wise  in  his  own 
conceit.”  lie  reconciles  this  apparent  contra¬ 
diction,  and  selects  various  other  texts  of  a 
similar  nature,  in  which  he  shows  there  is  no 
inconsistency.  The  learned  prelate  has  han¬ 
dled  the  subject  of  this  sermon  w  ith  considera¬ 
ble  ability.  The  same,  indeed,  may  be  said  of 
all  his  discourses;  but  as  we  make  considerable 
selections,  pretty  much  at  random,  it  would  be 
reflecting  on  the  judgment  of  the  reader,  if  we  H 
pressed  our  opinion,  when  he  has  so  favourable 
an  opportunity  of  deciding  for  himself.  We 
shall  now'  let  the  Right  Reverend  divine  pro¬ 
ceed. 


“  How  surprising’  is  this  declaration  of  our  Saviour, 
found  in  the  tonth  chapter  of  Matthew:  ‘Think  not 
that  1  am  come  to  send  peace  on  the  earth;  I  came  not  to 
send  peace  but  a  sword.’  Came  not  to  send  peace! 
>Vhat  was  the  declaration  of  the  angel  sent  from  hea¬ 
ven  to  announce  his  birth?  ‘  Peace  on  earth,  good-will 
towards  men.’  What  was  the  legacy  which  he  left  his 
people  at  his  death?  ‘Peace  I  leave  with  you;  my 
peace  Ijgive  unto  you.’  JThe  whole  tenor  of  his  life, 

love,  and  peace,  and  good-will  among  mankind.  One 
of  his  most  distinguishing  titles  is,  ‘  Prince  of  Peace.’ 
Did  he  come  to  bring  a  sword,  the  effect  of  whose 
gospel  is  designated  by  beating  swords  into  plough¬ 
shares,  and  spears  into  pruning-hooks^  He  tells  us 
that  he  came  not  to  destroy  men’s  lives,  but  to  save 
them;  and  teaches  us  not  to  render  evil  for  evil;  to 
suffer  injuries  rather  than  yield  to  contention;  to  love 
and  pray  for,  and  do  good  to  all  men,  our  enemies  not 
excepted.  Most  certainly  he  did  come  to  bring  peace 
on  earth;  this  was  the  chief  object,  and  is,  to  a  great 
extent,  the  blessed  fruit  of  his  advent.  In  what  sense, 
then,  did  he  ‘  come  to  bring  a  sword?  To  set  a  man 
at  variance  against  his  father,  and  the  daughter  against 
her  mother?’  The  meaning  is  sufficiently  evident  to 
those  who  truly  desire  to  understand.  'I’he  gospel  is 
not  designed  to  produce  such  evils,  but  to  oppose 
them,  and  drive  all  enmity  and  contention  from  the 
earth.  Yet  the  fact  is  but  too  evident,  that  in  a  thou¬ 
sand  v'.nhappy  instances,  from  the  opposition  it  meets 
with,  and  from  the  corruption  of  men,  mistaking  its 
nature,  and  abusing  its  blessings,  it  has  caused  such 
evils;  it  has  been  made  the  occasion  of  many  and  great 
persecutions  and  wars,  and  the  shcclding  of  rivers  of 
blood.  And  evidently  it  was  wise  and  good  in  our 
Saviour  to  forewarn  his  disciples  of  these  evils,  that 
they  might  be  prepared  to  meet  them;  and  that  when 
they  happened,  being  the  fulfilment  of  prophecy,  they 
might  confirm  Christians  in  their  faith,  and  to  turn  out 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel.”  pp.  462-3. 

^  “  Most  evidently  Solomon  was  aware  of  this  contra¬ 
diction,  (at  first  sight  apparent  in  the  text,)  and  de¬ 
signed  tiiat  tliese  sentences  should  be  expressed  and 
should  be  read  just  as  we  find  them.  And  we  may 
safely  add,  and  it  is  not  possible  that  man  with  all  his 
wisdom  should  express  them  better,  or  convey  the 
sense  more  strongly  to  the  mind,  ‘  Answer  not  a  fool 
according  to  his  folly,  lest  thou  be  like  unto  him.’ 
That  IS,  do  not  so  answer  him  as  to  partake  of  his 
folly.  Do  not  imitate  his  profane,  scurrilous,  or  abu¬ 
sive  langu-age;  render  not  railing  for  railing,  nor  use 
any  false  reasoning.  Whatever  another  may  say;  how- 


proves  to  have  been  (to  be)  an  astonishing  work  of 
omnipotence  and  wistlom.  The  study  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  is  like  that  of  natural  philosophy,  an  exhaustless 
source  of  wisdom  and  knowledge.”  p.  467.

THE  APOCRYPHAL,  LESSONS. 

It  has  lonn;  and  often  been  a  matter  of  regret 
with  some  of  the  best  friends  of  our  church,  that 
she  should  have  prescribed,  for  any  occasion 
lessons  from  the  apocryphal  books.  The  feel¬ 
ing  against  them  is  very  general,  it  is  believed, 
among  the  clergv,  both  in  England  and  this 
country;  and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  become  so 
strong  as  very  soon  to  lead  to  their  entire  rejec¬ 
tion.  Almost  every  clergyman,  perhaps,  expe 
riences  a  feeling  of  disappointment,  when  he 
finds  them  prescribed;  and  would  very  gladly 
read  some  portions  of  God’s  acknowledgeil 
word,  did  he  consider  himself  at  liberty  to  de¬ 
part  from  the  re(|uisition  of  the  table  ot  lessons. 
And  how  can  it  be  otherwise,  when  it  is  recol 
lected,  that  these  books  have  no  evidence  what 
ever,  in  favour  of  their  inspired  character? 
Besides,  it  is  notorious,  that  they  were  never 
received  as  a  part  of  the  word  of  God,  in  the 
earliest  and  purest  days  of  the  church;  that 
they  positively  contradict  the  canonical  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  some  very  important  particulars;  that 
they  are  inconsistent  with  the  accounts  of 
authors  of  good  credit,  in  some  points  of  fact 
that  they  contain,  false,  absurd,  and  incredible 
things;  that,  in  this  country  at  least,  it  is  only 
by  the  corrupt  church  of  Rome,  they  are  held  in 
any  reverence;  and  that  the  annunciation  of  an 
apocryphal  lesson  almost  inevitably  produces  a 
feeling  of  objection  and  prejudice  against  the 
church  herself,  in  the  minds  of  those  present 
who  belong  to  other  denominations.  It  is  well 
known,  indeed,  to  those  conversant  with  the 
principles  of  the  Episcopal  church,  that  she  does 
not  recogni'/.e  the  apocrypha  as  a  part  of  the  in- 
spiret^word;  and  permits  them  to  be  reail  only 
for  example  of  life  and  instruction  of  manners; 
but  yet  doth  not  apply  them  to  establish  any 
doctrine’’^ — (See  article  6th. )  But  to  permit  them, 
then,  to  be  read  at  all,  and  particularly  instead 
of  a  chapter  from  the  genuine  Scriptures,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  to  invest  them  with  great  importance; 
and  to  give  them  a  dignity  which  they  do  not 
deserve.  For  this,  and  other  reasons,  they 
were  positively  forbidden  by  the  ancient  church 
of  Jerusalem;  they  are  entirely  omitted  in  the 
ancient  work,  known  as  “  The  Apostolical  Con¬ 
stitutions,”  among  the  books  permitted  to  be 
read;  they  were  expressly  prohibited  by  the] 
greatcouncil  of  Laodicea,  ( A.  1).  319;*)an(l  pro¬ 
vision  is  made  for  their  exclusion  from  the  pub¬ 
lic  service,  by  the  Protestant  church  of  France, 
and  other  Reformed  churches.  It  is  true  that 
they  began  to  be  read  in  the  church  as  early  as 
the  fourth  century.  But  they  were  then  read 
in  such  a  way,  as  to  make  a  marked  distinction 
between  them  and  the  true  Scrijitures.  They 
were  read  by  the  inferior  ecclesiastical  oflicers 
only,  and  in  a  lower  place  than  that  in  which 
canonical  Scripture  was  read  by  the  superior 
clergy.  Thus  distinguished,  every  body  in  the 
congregation  understood  their  character,  as  wn- 
inspired  books.  But  read  as  they  are  in  the 
church,  at  present,  no  distinction  is  made  be¬ 
tween  them  and  the  inspired  books;  and  the 
npimlp  ar**  in  danger  of  being  thus  led  to  con¬ 
found  the  cum{7«fMiciuns  of  men,  with  the  produc 
tions  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  appointment  of  the  apocryphal  lessons 
has  always  been  a  serious  objection  to  the 
church,  by  the  dissenters  in  England;  and  has 
been  greatly  disapproved  of  by  some  of  her  most 
distinguished  dignitaries.  Accordingly,  the  ex¬ 
cellent  Archbishop  Tillotson,  in  the  paper  which 
he  drew  up  in  the  year  1689,  and  gave  to  the 
Earl  of  Portlaml,  to  be  laid  before  the  commis 
sion  appointed  by  the  king  “  to  prepare  such  al¬ 
terations  of  the  liturgy  and  canons,”  as  they 


might  think  necessary;  among  the  very  first 
“concessions  which  would  probably  be  imide  by 
the  Church  of  England  for  the  union  of  the  Pro¬ 
testants,”  proposes,  leaving  out  the  apocry¬ 
phal  lessons.’’^ — (See  Birch’s  Life  of  Archbishop 
Tillotson,  p.  120.) 

There  are  not,  indeed,  many  lessons  from  the 
apocrypha  fprescribed  in  our  calendar;  ami,  if 
they  were  all  read,  they  would  amount  to  no 
more  than  twenty- five  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
But  what  is  a  clergyman  to  do,  who  is  reluctant 
to  read  any  of  such  lessons,  and  yet  feels  a  coin- 


become  known  to  clergy,  yery  few',  if  any, 
of  them,  will  not  gladly  exercise  it,  on  every  oc¬ 
casion  when  an  apocryphal  chapter  is  prescrib¬ 
ed;  and  that  thus,  those  lessons,  so  exception.a- 
ble  in  the  view  of  most  Episcopalians,  so  often- 
sive  to  many  of  the  clergy,  ami  so  calculated  to 
lead  to  misconceptions,  and  to  excite  prejudice, 
will  never,  or  seldom,  again  be  read  in  our 
churches.  *  a  preswvter  of  Virginia.

STitlCTURE^  ON  SfILMAN’S  HISTORY 
OP  THE  JEWS. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  communica¬ 
tions  which  the  Almighty  graciously  vouchsafed 
to  Moses,  were  all  shrouded  in  solemnity;  and 
during  the  period  of  the  incarnation  of  the  Sa¬ 
viour  of  the  world,  when  he  condescended  to 
smourn  on  the  terrestrial  globe,  for  the  purpose 
of  accoinplishiiig  his  interesting  object,  and  of 
revealing  more  clearly  the  spiritual  concerns  ot 
mankind,  than  had  before  been  imparted  to  the 
creature  man,  it  is  not  on  reconl,  that  his  de¬ 
portment  ever  exhibited  any  symptoms  of  gaiety, 
or  any  thing  approximating  to  levity.  His  con¬ 
duct  Vas  ^together  grave,  solemn,  and  iligni- 
fied;  and  whenever  his  ambassadors,  or  indeed 
anv  other  persons,  undertake  to  discourse  on 
subjects  connected  with  the  object  of  his  mis¬ 
sion,  it  would  beseem  them  to  follow  his  exam¬ 
ple.  These  remarks  have  been  elicited,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  some  departure  from  this  principle, 
which  we  have  observed  in  Thf>  History  of 
THE  .lEws, /rom  the  earliest  period  to  the  present 
lime^  by  Rev.  H.  H.  Milman,  a  clergyman  of 
the  established  church  of  England.  And  very 
much  to  the  credit  of  his  clerical  brethren,  they 
have  almost  universally  disapproved  of  its  man¬ 
ner;  and  some  have  denounced  it  altogether,  as 
being  a  book  unfit  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  a 
Christian  family.  It  has  its  faults,  and  some, 
we  were  going  to  say,  unpardonable,  but  we 
shall  qualify  the  expression,  and  pronounce 
them  of  a  character,  by  no  means  trivial,  but 
important;  at  the  same  time,  it  has  its  excel¬ 
lencies,  though  of  a  nature  incapable  of  redeem¬ 
ing  its  improprieties.  The  style  is  lively,  and 
would  have  been  excellent  for  a  subject  uncon¬ 
nected  with  concerns  of  so  momentous,  grave, 
and  solemn  a  nature.  And  it  would  have  an¬ 
swered  well  enough  for  his  subject,  had  he  con¬ 
fined  himself;  with  fidelity,  to  the  history,  with¬ 
out  taking  an  unwarrantable  latitude  in  the 
application  Yif  titles  and  terms,  and  accounting 
for  events  and' circumstances  by  his  own  sur¬ 
mises,  instead  of, giving  a  simple  statement  of 
the  facts,  as  they  appear  on  ancient  records. 
But  for  those  aberrations,  it  would  have  been  a 
charming  book,  for  such  as  are  ashamed  to  be 
seen  with  the  Bible  in  their  hands,  giving  them 
a  good  deal  of  the  historical  information  con¬ 
tained  therein,  in  an  amusing  manner:  and  they 
would  have  had  the  additional  satisfaction  of 
being  assured  of  still  remaining  exempt  from 
the  heinous  charge  of  religious  bigotry.  These 
misrepresentations,  however,  render  it  pecu¬ 
liarly  improper  to  be  read  by  such  people.  If  it 
be  proper  to  be  perused  at  all,  the  least  harm 
will  be  received  from  it,  by  persons  who  have  a 
previous  knowledge  of  the  Old  Testament  his¬ 
tory,  and  whose  faith  in  its  truths  is  too  well 
scttleil  and  confirmed,  to  be  shaken  by  vague 
imaginations. 

W  o  fool  tlis|)nscd  to  glanre  it  over,  pointing 
out  to  the  reader  some  of  its  inaccuracies,  or 
what  may  properly  be  termed,  its  deformities. 

The  Jews,  without  reference  to  their  religious 
belief,  are  among  the  most  remarkable  people 
in  the  annals  of  mankind.  Sprung  from  one 
stock — settled  down  under  a  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  code  of  laws  without  parallel — and 
after  various  vicissitudes,  are  transplanted  into 
a  foreign  region — they  are  partially  restored  to 
their  native  land — engage  in  wars  to  assert  their 
iiulependence  against  the  successors  of  Alexan- 
iler.  Under  Heroil,  they  compose  a  dependent 
kingdom  of  Rome:  finallv,  make  the  last  despe¬ 
rate  resistance  to  the  universal  dominion  of  the 
Caesars — thence,  are  scattered  over  the  face  of 
the  earth.  The  religious  history  of  this  people 
is  peculiarly  singular.  In  the  narrow  slip  of 
land,  inhabited  by  their  tribes,  the  worship  of 
one  Almighty  Creator  of  the  universe,  subsisted 
as  its  only  sanctuary;  and  the  same  creed,  in 
every  stage  qf  their  society,  maintains  its  invio¬ 
lable  simplicity — in  the  patriarchal  tent  of 
Abraham,  as  in  the  sumptuous  temple  of  Solo- 


source  they  are  necessarily  deprived,  when  the 
prayer,  being  the  oftspringof  the  same  head  and 
heart  as  the  sermon,  is  necessarily  tinctured 
with  the  same  doctrine.  And  so  long  as  the 
heralds  of  the  everlasting  gospel — the  ministers 
of  the  sanctuarv,  are  men  of  like  passions  with 
ourselves,  and  liable  to  be  deceive  and  drawn 
away  by  the  devices  of  Satan,  it  is  important 
that  there  should  be  some  such  ready  defence  in 
the  hand  of  every  one. 

1  am  aware  of  the  objection,  and  /  know  all  its 
force,  that  it  is  liable  to  degenerate  into  a  spirit¬ 
less  form,  and  thus  to  become  awful  mocking 
instead  of  lively  worship;  but,  to  adopt  the  idea 
of  the  venerable  Hannah  More,  the  fault  lies  in 
our  own  hearts,  and  should  not  be  attributed  to 
the  wrong  quarter.  And  I  am  very  much  mis¬ 
taken — nay,  I  will  go  further,  and  say,  I  am 
morally  sure,  that  the  same  frame  of  spirit  which 
occasions  a  heartless  joining  merely  with  the  lips 
in  a  form  of  service,  would  also  permit  the  stand¬ 
ing  heartlessly  in  the  posture  of  prayer,  while 
the  most  ardent  aspirations  were  rising  from  the 
leader  of  the  service  :  or  if  any  attention  was 
awakened,  it  would  rather  be  to  admiration  of 
the  ardency  of  the  feeling,  or  the  glowing  rich¬ 
ness  of  the  expression,  than  to  any  joining  in 
the  spirit,  or  adoption  of  it  by  the  heart  of  the 
hearer. 

In  framing  a  settled  form  of  prayer,  it  doubt¬ 
less  entered  into  the  contemplation  of  the  found¬ 
ers  of  the  church,  that  a  spirit  of  praver  was  far 
from  synonymous  with  a  gift  of  expression,  and 
that  while  many  a  humble  follower  of  his  I.ord 
might  be  qualified  to  lead  in  devotion  by  a  sense 
cfTds  unworthiness,  and  at  the  same  time  of  the 
w’ants  of  himself  and  his  people,  he  might  yet  be  j 
lacking  inthe  ability  to  present  their  petitions  in 
that  order  and  decency  of  words,  which  be¬ 
comes  the  presence  of  the  Lord  of  lords.  Again, 
as  wc  are  happily  denied  the  power  of  inspect¬ 
ing  each  other’s  hearts,  and  must  accept,  as  sin¬ 
cere,  every  one  who  appears  in  such  a  guise, 
the  church,  in  all  ages,  has  been  liable  to  the 
introduction  of  unworthy  ministers,  and  must 
continue  to  be  so.  We  owe,  therefore,  a  large 
debt  of  gratitude  to  those  eminent  servants  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  who  have  composed  and  handed 
down  to  us  a  form  of  service,  which  cannot  be 
marred  by  the  sinfulness  or  imperfection  of 
him  who  serves  at  the  altar;  and  who  have  thus  se¬ 
cured  to  the  humblest  disciple  of  Jesus,  even 
when  sojourning  in  the  land  of  Mesech,  a  ready 
access  to  the  throne  of  grace.  Would  to  God  the 
light  had  shined  in  us  all  to  the  perfect  day — but 
who  is  there — which  of  the  most  eminent  ser¬ 
vants  of  God  can  say,  that  he  has  attained  to  a 
state  of  constant  fitness  for  communion  with 
Him  who  searcheth  the  heart?  1  hesitate  not  to 
appeal  to  the  oldest  priest  of  the  altar  of  God, 
and  ask  him,  if  he  has  not  at  times  felt,  when 
approaching  with  the  public  prayers  of  the  con¬ 
gregation,  as  though  he  were  peculiarly  unfit  for 
the  duty?  Ah!  then,  if  he  be  accustomed  to  the 
use  of  extempore  prayer,  how  thankful  would  he 
be  for  the  presence  of  some  fellow  servant,  to 
whom  he  could  confide  the  duty: — here  is  one 
ever  at  hand. 

1  began,  sir,  with  the  intention  of  making 
some  comments  on  an  interesting  fact,  which  is  ! 
noticed  in  your  last  Recorder,  and  have  insen¬ 
sibly  been  led  into  an  apology  for  liturgies. 

I  know  not  when  I  have  been  more  gratified, 
than  in  observing,  that  the  Baptist  missionaries 
to  Burmah  have  issued  forms  for  their  various 
services;  and  this  feeling  arises  from  two  dis¬ 
tinct  views  of  it.  In  the  first  place,  /  know 
from  observation,  their  need  of  a  check  upon 
native  preachers;  for  no  one  can  suppose,  that 
just  from  the  stye  of  a  most  abominable  idolatry, 
and  with  very  little  preparation,  they  could  go 
forth  fitted  tor  so  holy  an  office;  unless  fie 
claim  for  them  that  plenary  inspiration  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  fitted  evangelists  and  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  days  of  the  apostles;  and  none  but 
an  enthusiast  w  ill  dream  of  this.  In  the  second 
place,  I  look  upon  it  as  a  triumphant  argument 
m  favour  of  forms  of  prayer,  that  such  men  as  a 
Board  man  and  a  Judson — men  of  sound  intel¬ 
lect,  warm  piety,  and  entertaining  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  all  the  prejudices  of  the  Baptist  communion, 
should  adopt  such  a  course.  No  argument  can  be 
brought  in  support  of  the  step,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  mission  to  Burmah,  which  will  not 
apply  with  nearly  equal  force,  to  every  Christian 
assembly,  under  almost  every  possible  circum¬ 
stance.

Griffin,  who  has  of  late  been  supplying  the  place 
of  the  Rev.  Prof.  M’Vickan  in  Columbia  College,  botli 
of  the  diocese  of  New  York.

In  the 
udmonilio)%  to  all  ministers  ecclesiastical 
which  is  prefixed  to  “  the  second  part”  of  the 
book  of  Homilies,  (see  p.  127,  Am.  ed.,)  there 
is  this  remarkable  advice,  (known,  perhaps,  to 
few  of  the  clergy,  as  the  book  of  Homilies  are  so 
little  studied,  and,  it  is  feared,  begin  to  be  so 
little  valued:)  “  where  it  may  so  chance,  some 
one  or  qther  chapter  of  the  Old  Testament  to 
fall  in  order  to  be  read  upon  Sundays  or  holy- 
days,  wliich  were  better  to  be  changed  with 
j  some  other  of  the  New  Testament  of  more  edifi¬ 
cation,  it  shall  be  well  done  to  spent!  your  time 
to  consider  well  of  such  chapters  before-hand, 
whereby  your  prudence  and  diligence  in  your 
office  may  appear,”  &c. 

It  appears,  then,  that  in  the  book  of  homilies, 
a  work  of  acknowledged  authority  in  the  church, 
such  a  discretion  is  allowed  to  the  clergy,  as 
justifies  them  in  substituting  for  the  lessons  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  table  from  the  Olil  Testament, 
such  chapters  from  the  New  Testament,  as  they 
may  consider  better  calculated  to  etlifv  the  con¬ 
gregation.  Under  the  protection  of  this  clause, 
it  s^ms,  that  the  apocryphal  lessons  may  always 
lawfully  be  passed  by ;  and  a  more  profitable 
chapter,  from  the  pure  word  of  God,  selected, 
provided  it  be  taken  from  the  ^ew  'Testament. 
It  is  presumed,  that  no  objection  can  be  made 
to  this  interpretation  of  the  passage  in  the  pre¬ 
face  to  the  second  book  of  Homilies.  Every 
thing  that  the  church  has  said  by  authority,  has 
the  nature  and  fore  of  law.  And,  since  the 
authority  of  the  Homilies  is  acknowledged,  an 
enactment  found  in  them,  or  privilege,  or  dis¬ 
cretion,  therein  given,  has  the  very  same  autho¬ 
rity  as  if  it  were  found  in  the  canons,  or  in  the 
rubric.  It  is  believed  and  hoped,  that  when 
the  existence  of  this  discretionary  power  shall

ARE  NOT  FORMS  OF  PRAYER  MOST  SUITABLE  TO 
THE  ignorant  AND  TO  HEATHEN  CONVERTS? 

As  a  churchman,  knowing  from  experience 
the  beauty,  and  daily  feeling  the  influence  of  a 
Scriptural  liturgy,  I  cannot  but  rejoice  in  every 
testimony  to  its  utility;  and  much  more,  when 
such  testimony  is  accompanied  by  a  practical 
adoption  of  it,  or  even  of  any  form  of  service, 
provided  it  is  equally  based  on  that  foundation 
than  which  no  man  can  lay  any  other — the 
atonement,  and  mediation,  and  intercession  of 
the  Son  of  God.  I  have  long  been  satisfied, 
that  the  use  of  a  liturgy  was  founded  on  a  deep 
knowledge  of  human  nature;  and  that  more 
than  the  natural  skill  and,  wisdom  of  man  was 
necessary,  to  devise  one  so  well  adapted  to  our 
lost  condition,  as  is  that  of  our  own  church.  It 
has  stood  for  us,  as  an  impenetrable  and  unsur- 
mountable  bulwark,  against  unitarianism  and  in¬ 
fidelity,  on  the  one  hand,  and  antinomianism,  on 
the  other;  and  we  pray  God,  most  earnestly, 
that  it  may  be  preservecl  to  us,  so  long  as  the 
world,  the*  flesh,  and  the  devil,  are  ready,  with 
their  enttceinenbs  and  snares,  to  draw  away  souls 
from  The Xidii'of. peace.  Not  that  ,we  would  be 
understood  To  assert,  that  heresy  had  never  in¬ 
vaded  the  church  :  soul-rending  evidence  to  the 
contrary  starqs  us  even  in  the  face;  but,  thanks 
be  to  God,  tfiou^  we  have  suftered  loss  and 
been  humbled  by  the  enemy’s  creeping  in  una¬ 
wares,  our  hedge  of  defence  has  still  stood  us  in 
good  stead.  The  only  public  mode  of  attack  is 
by  the  adulteration  of  the  preached  word ;  and 
in  all  such  cases,  the  congregation  have  ready,  a 
shield  of  defence — a  rock  of  refuge.  They  have 
but  to  recur  to  those  exemplifications  of  doc¬ 
trine,  which  are  containeil  in  the  prayers  in 
which  they  have  just  been  joining.  Of  this  re- 


WITHERSPOON  ON  JUSTIFICATION: 

Mr.  Editor, — Messrs.  J.  S.  &  C.  Adams,  of 
Amherst,  have  just  issued  from  the  press,  a 
volume  of  264  pages,  containing  the  Treatises 
of  Witherspoon  on  Justification  and  Regenera¬ 
tion,  with  an  introductory  Essay,  by  William 
Wilberforce,  Esq.  The  publication  of  this  ex¬ 
cellent  little  work  is  very  timely.'  Its  object 
is  to  afford  a  distinct  delineation  of  the  grand 
outlines  of  the  Christian  character;  to  exhibit 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Chrtisianity;  and 
to  point  out  clearly  the  eft'ects  which  these 
principles  will  infallibly  produce,  when  they 
are  rightly  apprehended  and  felt.  I  know  of 
no  work,  which,  on  account  of  its  high  practical 
character,  is  better  suited  just  at  this  time,  to 
counteract  the  influence  of  that  disposition  to 
engage  in  unprofitable  speculation  in  Theology, 
for  which  this  age  is  so  conspicuous.  The 
works  of  this  excellent  divine  are  comparatively 
but  little  known;  and  where  known,  I  suspect, 
are  by  no  means  properly  appreciated. — M  ither- 
spoon  was  familiarly  acquainted  with  the  writ-, 
ings  of  those  eminent  men  who  flourished  in  the 
17th  century,  and  drank  deeply  from  the  foun¬ 
tain  of  practical  Divinity,  which  they  so  abun¬ 
dantly  supplied.  No  man  can  rise  from  the 
perusal  of  this  little  volume,  I  am  persuaded, 
without  being  profited.  For  while  it  contains 
the  most  accurate  statements  of  the  genuine 
principles  of  the  Christian  character,  it  abounds 
in  powerful  appeals  to  the  conscience  and  the 
heart;  and  is  thus  excellently  adapted  to  assist 
every  Christian  in  the  great  work  of  growing 
up  into  Christ  Jesus  in  all  things. 

The  introductory  Essay  by  Wilberforce  is  an

even,  perhaps,  towards  maintaining  the  gospel  -at  bis 
own  doors.  Are  there  not  many  men  of  substance 
amongst  us,  professed  believers  in  the  gospel  and  pm- 
fessed  lovers  of  their  kind,  into  whose  minds  it  never 
seems  to  enter  that  it  is  their  part  and  duty  to  support 
this  gospel,  and  every  other  benevolent  object,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  ability — that  the  well-being  ufsocietr 
and  the  commands  of  God,  the  only  and  the  univerval 
Proprietor,  require  it  of  them  >  Tliese  men,  aiidmanv 
far  less  able  than  the  class  alluded  to,  might  do  much 
— very  much  towards  introducing  millennial  peace  and 
prosperity,  if  brought  to  feel  the  obligations  which 
rest  upon  them.  Nor  are  they  called  to  make  such 
sacrifices  as  were  made  by  the  new  Christian  converts 
at  Jerusalem  at  the  season  of  Pentecost,  wlien  ihtv 
had  all  things  common,  and  wlien  those  who  hail 
houses  or  lands  sold  them,  and  laid  the  avails  at  tl.e 
feet  of  the  apostles.  This  is  not  required;  nor  indeed 
was  it  required  even  of  them— it  was  the  spoiitaiieuui 
overflowing  of  hearts  filled  with  divine  love.  Hut  it 
is  required  that  we  have  some  of  that  spirit  which 
caused  the  churches  in  apostolic  times  to  make  con 
tributioiis  and  send  alms  and  offerings  to  their  sutler- 
ing  brethren  in  other  nations;  for  we  Jearn  from  the 
Acts  and  the  Epistles,  that  Christians  did  not  in  those 
days  think  themselves  justified  in  Jetting  f/ic/r  charity 
begin  and  end  at  home,  merely  because  they  were  not  ‘ 
overflowing  with  riches.
